| TMMODERATE FLUX OF THE MENSES. 


| NCIENT and modern phyſicians have endeavoured to in- 
veſligate the cauſes of this flux, which reſembles the ocean in 
ebbing and flowing at certain periods, It would be an endleſs taſk 
io recount their various opinions, nor will, indeed, the limits e 
to this work, admit of elaborate diſcuſſions. ; 
The menſtrual diſcharge, or flux of blood, iſſuing from the uterus 


every month, uſually begins about the age of thirteen, and terminates | 


about forty, which render theſe two periods the moſt critical in the 
whole life of females, and the greateſt care is then neceſſary, as 
their future health and happineſs depend, in a great meaſure, upon 
their good condutt at theſe times. The Menſes are very irregular 

in ſome females, ſometimes happening on the twenty-ſeventh day, 
and Tometimes on the thirtieth, Duretus ſays, that ſome women. 


have their menſes twice a month, without the leaſt injury to their 


health; while others have not even had them once a month. The 
fame irregularity is obſerved in reſpet to the duration of the flux, for 


in ſome it continues three days, in others four, and even fix days ; 


however for moſt part, Hippocrates ſays, that it terminates on the

brings on other ſymptoms of laſſitude and debility, as want of appe· 
tte, crudities from indigeſtion, a ſenſe of weight from the region of 

| the ſlomach, an ill colour in the face, a langind pulſe, ſwelling in | 
the feet, and a diſturbed fleep without refreſliment. 


| When this diſcharge is occaſioned by an error in the patients 
regimen, an oppoſite courſe to that which induced the diſorder muſt 
be purſued, together with two teaſpoonfuls of that celebrated medi- 
cine, the Cordial Balm of Gilead, (which is only prepared by Dr.

ciſioned by too freq tent uſe of ſalt, acrid, and high-ſeaſoned vic- 
tuals; by ſpirituous liquors, &c.; by violent agitations of the paſ- 
ſions of the mind, from lolles, gaming, fear, anger, grief, &c. 
It may be obſerved likewiſe, that too great exerciſe does as much 
harm as the moderate is ſerviceable ; eſpecially if the patient is ſub. 
jett to this flux from other cauſes ; ſuch as too frequent —— a 
of the venereal act, or from a miſcarriage,

BOERHAAVE ſays, that as ſoon as a healthy female arrives 
at her full growth, ſhe generates more blood than can be convenient- 
ly contained in the veſſels ; wherefore the ſuperfluity is evacuated 
by the uterine arteries, and is called the menſes. From whatever 
cauſe this flux is obſtrutted (except i in a ſtate of pregnancy) means 
ſhould be uſed immediately to reſtore it. When a female has ar- 
rived to the period when the menſes uſually begin to-flow, and they 
do not appear, but on the contrary her health and ſpirits begin to de- 
cline, it will be proper, in!lead of keeping her confined to the houſe, , - 
to place her in a ſituation where ſhe can have exerciſe, and enjoy 
the benefit of free air and agreeable company; and let her take two

and ſalutary evacuation, and all the means uſed to promote it, as ſit- 


ting frequently over the ſteam of warm water, drinking warm di-

As obſtruttions of the menſes is often the effect of other maladies, 
which females are apt to bring on themſelves, by that baneful habit of 
ſelf indulgence, of which more will be ſaid hereafter, we ought by all 
means, to endeavour to reſlore the patient's health and ſtrength, by 
the Cordial Balm of Gilead, which is the only remedy in ſuch caſes.

ls is an obſtruttion from the ack veſſels of young females 

A bout the time their courſes begin to flow; it is attended with 

a viſciduy of all the juices, a ſallow, pale or greeniſh colour of the 
face, a difficulty of breathing, a ſickneſs of the ſtomach at the fight 
of proper food, an unnatural defire of feeding on chalk, coals, ſtones, | 
tobacco pipes, ſealing wax, and other things of an hurtful and impro- 
per nature... The ſloppage of the menſes is not always the cauſe 
of this diſtemper, for they ſometimes, though but ſeldom, flow regu- 
larly in the progreſs thereof. According to Etmuller, the ſuppreſſion 
of the menſes is rather the effett than the cauſe of this diſeaſe. Sy- 
denham looks upon this diſeaſe to be a ſpecies of the Hyſteric affettion, 
and is known by the palenels and diſcoluration of the face and the 
whole body. | 


It moſt commonly proceeds from a longing defire after the enjoy- 
ment of ſome particular perſon, or from a violent inclination to ex- 
change a ſingle life for the late of matrimony ; and when this is the 
caſe, the parents ſhould either let her have the man ſhe longs after, if 
they approve of her choice, or otherwiſe endeavour to provide her a 
fuitable match, as it would be the moſt natural and moſt radical cure, 
by removing the cauſe altogether, But if matrimony be not conve- 
nient, either on account of her youth or other ſubſtantial reaſons, 
recourſe muſt be had to proper regimen and phyſical aid, otherwiſe 
the moſt ſerious diſorders will enſue, and the patient is quickly carried 
off in . The following will generally effect a cure.

Take of the leaves of Mugwort, Briony and Pennyroyal, each 
an handful, infuſe them four days in two quarts of water, and then 
pour off the liquor for uſe----Bottle it up and take a yill glaſs three 
parts full, with two or three teaſpoonfuls of the Cordial Balm of 
Gilead added thereto, three times a day, viz. morning, noon and 
night, until the decothon be all uſed.

Syden- 
ham ſays, it is ſometimes white, ſometimes pale, yellow, green 
or blackiſh; ſometimes it is ſharp and corroſive, ſometimes foul and 
fetid; the face i is diſcoloured, there is a pain in the ſmall of the 
back; the appetite is loſt, and the eyes and feet ſwell. 


It moſt generally proceeds from a debiliated ſtate of the body, 
chiefly from indolence, or exceſſive uſe of tea, ceſſee, or any other 


weak, watery diet. Some women have a periodical flux of 2 
eds we 
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whites, inſtead of the menſes....It is attended with a pain and weight 
in the loins, cloudy urine, a loathing after ſome things and a longing 


| after others.... Barren women, and thoſe who are moſt liable to miſ. 


carry, are chiefly troubled with the whites. The feet ſwell by day and 


the face by night; it is attended with a difficulty of breathing, and a pal. 


pitation of the heart. The diſcharge is ſometimes ſo ſharp as to ulcerate 
the parts, which, however, 1s ſoon healed by alittle common cerate. It 
brings on dropſies and conſumption, which if not ſpeedily remedied, 
puts a period to the patient's exiſtence, It is ſometimes attended 
with an acute pain, that the patient cannot bear conjugal embraces, 
It may be known from the venereal diſeaſe, (which is ſometimes of 
great conſequence to diſtinguiſh) by the whites ceaſing at the time 
of the menſes, and do not appear again until the courſes are over ; 
but a venereal running remains conſtantly upon the patient, even at 
the ſame time as the monthly diſcharge, Dr. Pucairm relates a caſe | 

which laſted four years, during which time the diſorder returned re- 


gularly _ new moon, and continued eight days. 
The hon often afflit maids of a weakly conſtitution, as well as 


married women and widows ; indeed there are few of the ſex, eſpe. 
cially ſuch as are any way fickly, but have known it more or leſs; 


for whatever diſeaſe renders the blood poor, foul, and viſcious, and 
reduces a woman to a languid condition, is commonly ſucceeded by 


the whites, which when they come in this manner, continue te 
the patient more and more, and are in great danger without 
a ſpeedy remedy, of wearing away the patient and making her a

Her drink ought to be barley-water, ſharpened with a 
little lemon juice; or ſhe may take half a drachm of powdered nitre, 
in a cupful of water gruel, every ſive or {ix hours.

| ſeized wich violent looſeneſs, the belt thing will be to drink a little 
| larch, boiled in milk to a thin conſiſlence. 


If the is affefted with vomiting, let her take three ea -ſpoful of

come too notorious' to be doubted, and too dreadful in its conſe. 
quences to be g in; I mean that abominable vice Onaniſm, 
or ſecret venery : And certainly none of them can take it amiſs 
if, for their advantage I venture ſo far to expoſe their practice, as 
to remove the evil conſequences of it ; and to prevent as much as 
poſſible its continuance... This ſecret vice is chiefly a fault in both 
ſexes, nothing therefore, can be of more unportance to the preſer- 
vation of human-kind in general, than the endeavouring to pre- 
vent a practice that ſtrikes at the very root of fecundity, and, as 
Dr. Sibly juſtly remarks, is particularly deſtructive to yonng men 
as well as women; but beſides its wickedneſs, as he ſays, it is 
the moſt prejudicial thing that can be to the human gonſlitution.

OF NERVOUS and HYPOCHONDRIAC DISEASES. 
f I. Hs diſeaſe is attended with ſuch a train of ſymptoms, that it 


is a difficult taſk to enumerate them all, for there is no func- 
tion or part of the body that is not ſoon or late a ſufferer by us 
tyranny, A volume would not be ſufficient to point out their va- 
Tious appearances. They imitate almoſt every diſeaſe; and arc 
ſeldom alike in two different perſons, or even in the ſame perſon 
at different times.---They are continually changing ſhape, and 
and upon every freſh attack, the patient thinks he feels ſymptoms 
which he never experienced before.

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There are certain ſymptoms peculiar to women in the venetell 
diſeaſe, as a ſuppreſſion or over flowing of the menſes ; ſeirrhus 
or cancer of the breaſt; hyſteric affettions; mſlammation, ſcirthus, 
ulcer, or cancer of the womb-; they are frequently barren, or 
ſubject to abortion; or if they bring children into the world, 
they are ſtrumous, ricketty, heflical, and emaciated, or ax perhaps

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But it is of the utmoſt confequence for them to dillinguiſh a 
freſh venereal from the Fluor Albus or whites ; for as the former 
is malignant and inſlammatory, and the other commonly ariſes 
from weakneſs and relaxation, the remedies are direflly contrary.

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In the Flour Albus the diſcharge is attended wich pains in the 
bins and loſs of ſtrength, with ſeldom any inflammation or heat of 
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urine, except after a long e of the diſcharge, which 
becoming ſharp, excoriates the ſurrounding parts. But inthe gonor- 
6 chers, the diſcharge is preceded, by inflammation, itching and heat 
of urine; there, is a fre quent irritation to make water, and the ori- 
fice of the urinary paſſage becomes prominent and painful. 


In the Fluor the diſcharge comes on more gentle, and may be 
produced from aA variety of cauſes, as ſprains, frequent abortion, long 
illneſs, or irregularity of the menſes ; but in the gonorrhea it 
often appears ſuddenly without any evident cauſe.

yet 1 would not be underſtood to recommend abſolutely the cone 
trary ; which muſt indubitably tend to increaſe, rather than alle. 

It will be found fully 
ſufficient, that the inteſtinal evacuations be the ſame as at the time 
of perfect health. No to return to my patient; he was much 
alarmed at the high degree of pain and inflammation, which how. 
ever was conſiderably leſſened in the ſpace of two days, by means

His 
dict ſhould be ſhell fiſh of all forts, particularly oyſters, crabs, 
and lobſters: flat iſh alſo, as ſcait, turbot, dories. and plaice, 
eſpecially the ſkin of the latter; or of any wild-fowl, as pidgeons, 
woodcocks, &c.: alſo eggs, lampreys, and indeed eels of all 
forts are by no means inferior to vipers ; cavear, ſtrong meat 
broths ; any animal (but no vegetable) food, particularly pork ; 
calves head with the ſkin on, calves feet; but above all, MIL 
ſhould he taken for breakfaſt and ſupper. Brandy and water is

Pliny the naturaliſt informs us that Cornelies Gallus, the 
ancient Prætor, and Titus Etherus, the Roman Knight, died in 
dhe very aft of coition. There can be nothing more dreadful than 
what Celcus and Athius tells us of this abominable vice, the ſor-
